Assistant-Secretary Sawyer appeared be- 
fore the Ways and Means Committee at Wash- 
ington yesterday, and again disclaimed respon- 
sibility for the Sanborn contracts., The effect of 
this testimony will be simply to drag Banfield 
down to the level on which the investigation has 
placed Richardson and Sawyer. Therecan be no 
sort of doubt that the Solicitor did affix his private 
mark to many papers relating to the contracts 
that were submitted to his superior officers; and, 
even by Sawyer’s own testimony, it is just as 
certain that the contract could not have been 
made or kept in operation without the knowledge 
and consent of the Secretary of the Treasury 
and his responsible Assistant. 


Startling and wholly unexpected news from 
Arkansas is published this morning. By a revo- 
lutionary movement that has already caused se- 
rious complications, and which may yet lead to 
bloodshed, the former State Administration un- 
der Gov. Baxter has been ejected by force from 
the public offices, aud an almost forgotten con- 
testant, Joseph Brooks. is in full possession. 
Brooks’ claim to the office of Governor dates 
back to the fall of 1872. It was brought before 
the Supreme Court of the State and rejected 
by that body, on the ground that it 
lacked jurisdiction in the matter. This 
decision was accepted by the Baxter party as 
ending the contest; but Brooks was as far as 
ever from resigning his. pretensions. A snap- 
judgment of ouster was obtained in the Circuit 
Court of Pulaski County yesterday, and within 
five minutes Brooks and his friends proceeded 
to the State-House, broke open the armory, and 
took possession in the name of the high author- 
ity from which their rights are presumably de- 


‘rived. Gov. Baxter has telegraphed to Presi- 


dent Grant, stating the facts in the case, and 
asking Federal interference; and so the situa- 
tion remained at a late hour last night. 


Cneap transportation 1s a question that has 
not profoundly agitated the Governments of 
Europe ; and the common people apparently are 
not aware that their wants in this respect have 


been neglected. Perhaps a plausible explaua- 


tion of this apathy is found in the fact that the 
common people have very little to transport, 
and that little needs to be moved over very 
short distances, —generally from hand to mouth. 
When it comes to the merchant princes, how- 
ever, the case is different. They have direct 
communication with India; their payments for 
freight-charges are heavy, and to them cheap 
transportation is a matter of vital interest. 
Naturally enough, the reduction of tolls on the 
Suez Canal was made the objective point of 
their efforts. The Governments owning the 
canal were induced by the complaints of the 
merchants to appoint an International Commis- 
sion with a view to regulating the freignt-tariff, 
and, in accordance with its recommendation, a 
great reduction in rates was made. But this 
The cable informs 
us this morning that M. de Lesseps, the engi- 
neer and part owner of the canal, has threatened 
to dismiss the canal-pilots and extinguish the 
lamps in the light-houses in case the rates 
established by the Commission are adhered to. 
This is equivalent to closing the canal. So it 
seems that arbitrary regulation of freight-tariffg 
meets with as poor successin Europe as in this 
country. 3 


Chicago's ingenious plan for paving Washing- 
ton City with “iromzed” pavement and good 
intentions has been in part explained to the 
Committee investigating District of Columbia 
affairs. C. E. Jenkins informed the Committee 
yesterday that he destroyed a large number of 
letters received from Chittenden after the in- 
vestigation had been ordered. Being pressed 
to give an idea of the matter contained in this 
correspondence, the witness related the 
gist of a letter written under date of 
May 30, 1872. It ran to the effect that 
„things were propitious ; that a contract for u 
number of thousand feet of pavement had been 
secured; and that Gen. Garfield’s influence 
was working well.“ Statements of this de- 
seription the witness must bave regarded as 
comparatively trifling, otherwise he would not 
have taken the trouble to destroy the letters 
while he remembered and reported their sub- 
stance. If it is a light thing to connect Gen. 
Garfield with the District Ring, what a terrible 
Toad must that have been which rested on 
Mr. Jenkins’ soul and necessitated the de- 
struction of the correspondence! Some further 
interesting developments were made by the Com- 
mittee. Thomas Evans, a plumber, testifled 
that he was unable to obtain work from the Gov- 
ernment because Mr. Shepherd, Governor of the 
District, was engaged in that business. He af- 
firmed that the plumbing for the Government 
during the last three years has been done en- 
tirely by the firm of A. R. Shepherd & Bro. 
| Mr. Spotted Tail is rapidly succumbing to 
civilization.

TEE SENATE CURRENCY BILL? © 

The Senate Currency bill, which has now 
passed both Houses of Congress, and which will 
‘probably be approved by the President, provides 
for an increase of $18,000.000 of greenbacks, in 
addition to the $382,000,000 now out. It also 
provides for an additional reserve of greenbackg, 
to be kept by the National Banks in their own 
vaults, which the Comptroller of the Currency 
estimates at about $44,000,000. It authorizes 
an increase of National Bank notes to the 
amount of $46,000,000, but the conditions an- 
nexed to the privilege are such (as we have pre- 
viously shown) that the banks will not be 
likely to avail themselves of. it. The 
net result, therefore, is a contraction of the cur- 
rency instead of an expansion, and this verifies 
what Tun Trreunz has. insisted upon from the 
beginning, that Morton, Logan, and the other 
inflators had not sufficient intelligence to com- 
prehend the effect of theirown measures. The 
bill, as passed, is not necessarily a bad one. Its 
worst feature is that it opens the door to a 
‘further inflation, by setting a precedent for in- 
creasing the volume of legal-tender notes with- 
out making any provision for thgir redemption. 


MR. HESING’S SPEECH. 

The Republican State Central Committee held 
a meeting in this city yesterday to consider, 
among other things, when the next State Con- 
vention should be held. Leading Republicans 
from all parts of the State were invited. and a 
special invitation was given to Mr. A. C. Hesing, 
of Chicago. It was known that the newspaper 
with which Mr. Hesing is identified had dropped 
the business of organ-grinding. Nevertheless, 
the Committee invited him to make a speech, 
which he did, as will be seen in the report of the 
meeting. 

In ͤ this speech he told the gentlemen, office- 
holders and others, there present, that he could 
not say when it would be advisable to hold a Re- | 
publican State Convention, because he did not 
know whether there was any Republican party 
in existence or not. The two greatest Repub- 
lican statesmen in Illinois, Messrs. Logan and 
Oglesby, had got out of the Republican party 
when they got off the Philadelphia platform and 
repudiated the pledges there made concerning 
% speedy return to specie payments.“ The 
action of these two Senators and of their Re- 
publican associates, constituting a two-thirds 
majority of both branches of Congress, would 
bring disgrace upon the character of the Ameri- 
can Government in the eyes of every civilized 
people. 

Mr. Hesing was equally emphatic in his dec- 
laration that there was nothing left for the Re- 
publican party todo. Its pledges on the finan- 
cial question having been violated and disre- 
garded, it had no principles and no policies; 
there was nothing left but “office”; and when 
the time came that a great political party had 
nothing to hold it together but office, he wanted 
to leave it to the office-seekers exclusively, and 
be free and independent on all subjects. The 
reader can understand how disgusting this 
kind of talk appeared to the battalion of veteran 
office-holders and, office-seekers who constitute 
the party organization in Illinois. 

But Mr. Hesing did not let the Committee es- 
cape without some further and wholesome com- 


ments upon recent facts. In the same Phila- 


delphia platform there was a vindication of the 
personal liberty of all citizens.. How had this 
been treated by the Republican party of this 
State? It had met it by the enactment ofa 
series of offensive and oppressive sumptuary 
laws, and Mr. Hurd, of Evanston, in revising 
the statutes, had made these sumptuary laws 
more harsh than ever, and the Republican party 
had both approved and paid for this work.

This looks like a deliberate attempt 
at fraud. The President was apparently duped. 
It was a case of obtaining a proclamation under 
false pretenses. Such a proclamation cannot 
bind the people to a scheme they repudiate, can- 
not oblige them to spend millions of dollars on 
what is sure to be a costly failure. Day by day» 
the evidence accumulates that the Centennial 
enterprise, whatever it may have been originally, 


has pow become a job. 


Florida has a railroad muddle; which no 
human inteiligence is capable of grappling with.

over and through this city, from west to east, at 
12:30 this morning, doing an immense amount 
of damage.

Present indications point to a flat season of nav- 
igation, except to ian and New England 
ports, and ap especial avoidance of the Erie Ca- 
nal, with its vexatious western terminus at Buf- 
falo, by our Western produce. If these indica- 
tions should be, verified, the fact will at once 
solve the problem of the lateral canal system, 
and of the Buffalo elevator combination, while 
it will force New York merchants into better ar- 
rangements for handling than are now offered 
there, because the rail is equal 
ly appheable to Philadelphia and to 
. — as to that city. Low rail freights 
mean relatively better prices to the farmer, 4s 
well as more rapid handling, and tend to lessen 
the effects of the injustice perpetrated upon the 
producer, in forcing him to sell in the cheapest 
market and buy in the dearest. 

The Chicago produce markets were rather loss 
active to-day, but stronger on breadstuffs. and 
easier on pork. The day was chiefly notable as 
being the first on which was any real inter- 
est exhibited with regard to lake navigation. 
The Straits are not yet reported open, but a 
higher temperature prevails in that region, and 
news may be received at any moment that the 
ice is moving.
